_ The Department of Overseas’ Trade 
has just issued. a report, on the: 
economic canditions in Angola (Por- 
tuguese West Africa), dated Febru- 
ary, 1929,. ftom _ the British : Consul- 


voted to, shipping reads=— 

In 1927. the Public Works Depart- 
ment worked out a plan to build-a 
jetty. from Point Mac Isabel, near 
Fort Pencdo, in the north-east of ‘the 
bay of Loonda. re 

This is to fonsist of a stone” wall 
G00 metres long, 
ed to reach a suitable depth. The 
‘jetty proper, beginning at the end of 
the wall, is to be built of reinforce; 
ed tonerete and is to be 300 metres 
Jong, Two cranes of 1/500 kilo- 
grammes and 2,000 _ kilogrammes 
capacity are to be erecled and ships 
are to tie up on both sides of the 
jetty, and the depth alongside is_to 
be 10 metres for large ships and.7% 
metres for coasting vessels, The 
plans provide for the extension of 
the jetty to another 150 metres if 
necessary, The scheme js estimated 
to cost about £50,000. Work on the 
stone wall was actively prosecuted 
during 1927 and 1928. 

‘At Lobito a length of 225 metres 
of the projected quay of a length of 
420 metros Was completed on con- 
tract for the Portuguese Government 
by the beginning of 1928. The depth 
alongside is 86 feet. No cranes had 
been erected by the end of 1928 and 
cargo has ta be worked with ship’s 
tackle. The Benguela Railway Co. 
still. maintains its wooden. jetty, 400 
feet long, depth 38 feet alongside. 
The railway company is to build its 
own permanent quay in due course. 

LLoanda Trade 

At Port Amboim a wooden jetty 
about 300 feet Jong has been built 
for lighters. When the surf is bad 
it cannot be used and surf-boats are 
then employed.

tions by the other companies. ; 

The. general manager of the Har- 
bour Board stuted~that four of the 
six liner corapanies using the port 
would not accept the charges propos- 
ed; and he detailed’ the calls made 
by the liners and cargo vessels up 
to the time -of the proposed change. 
- fhe Board took up the position 
that there should be some reduction: 
to the liners, some of which had 
thelr own special pilot services. The 
Board. was Largely financed from the 
companies, and it. was correct’ to 
state that the revenue ‘from the 
_ers was more than 60 per .cent. of 
“the whole pilotage revenue. The 
number of calls 4 the lirers in 1928 
was 374,- and’ the surplus distribut- 
ed amongst the pilots for the period 
ap’ to December Jast was £4,151, 
The Board had a good class of pilots. 
They were not running. the pilotage 
department on starvation wages, and 
he would not agree as to the pilots 
having a “soft? job. It was prob- 
able that the earnings of the pilots 
were the: highest ‘in the Free State. 

It ‘was stated by Mr. O'Farrell, 
who was in charge of the. Harbour. 
Board office at Queenstown that the 
pilot service was sufficient in every. 
respect, A pilot’ had practically to 
‘keep two homes, ». His’ family lived 
at home, fer the maintenance -of 
which he had: to provide, and when 
away at sea on pilotage work lie had 
to maintain himself -and provide his 
-unifonm’ and equipment. 


Mr. Fitzgibbon, .K.C,, and . Mr.

" MAGISTRATE’S DECISION’ 


The extradition case against Ip 
Tim, whose surrender is being 
sought by the Canton authorities, 
for alleged robbery and kidzapping 
in Tzckam village, Wuchow district, 


in Chinese territory, in March 1926,] ° 


was concluded ‘at the: Centra} Magis- 
tracy’on Saturday, when Mr. E. Ww. 
Hamilton ‘decided .to commit the 
fugitive to the Victoria Jail to await 
the further order of Hie Excellency. 
the Governor. J 

“This was the-case which drew 
such-a. lot of argument from both 
Mr, Hin-shing Lo, defending coun- 
gel, and Mr. L. R. .Andrewes, assist- 
ant “Crown Solicitor, that at the 
close.pf the last hearing his Wor- 
‘ship reserved his decision, remark- 
ing: “Iam smothered by 4 smoke- 
screen of eloquence.” 

Text ef Judgment. . 

Mr. Hamilton on Saturday read 
his written decision as follows:— 
_ In this cuse learned counsel has 
Faised two points of law and one 
of fact as I understand him. He 


| frst argues that the proceedings are 


bad owing to the late arrival of the 
requisition and order from H. 5, 
the Governor. in point of fact, a 
requisition was received, and the 
‘consequent Governor's order and 
certificate were produced, and the 
order to the Superintendent of Pri- 
sons (Form ILI of Ordinance 7 of 
1889) was issued before any deposi- 
tions were taken except for the 
formal evidence of arrest given on 
March 20. It is ‘true that this 
requisition did not specify the par- 
ticular crime on which the

Kin and Un Fat, fugitive prisoners, 
which clearly _ upholds the point. 
(Hong Kong..Law Reports Vol:
